Miller Alludes to Affidavit. 

Mayor Miller, who was the eve-| 
ning’s principal speaker, alluded

Ths statement was made yester- 
day after Dubinsky had replied to 
the Mayor’s public accusation in

The affidavit was produced at 
the meeting by Nicholas Meston, 
the Mayor’s secretary, who passed | 
it to City Counselor Muench.

MACHADO PROMISES 
STABLE GOVERNMENT 


Cuban President Says Idea of 
Intervention by U. S 
Is Foolish, 


By the Associated Press. 

HAVANA, March 6.—President 
Gerardo Machado promised pro- 
tection of foreign interests, a sta- 
ble government and maintainance 
of peace in Cuba yesterday. 

In an interview with the Asso- 
clated Press he denounced exiled 
Cuban malcontents and their re- 
cent statements charging that 
Cula was politically perturbed and 
that the Machado regime was in 
disfavor. 

The President said that recent 
secret police action against alleged 
perpetrators of a revolutionary 
movement merely was the first 
move of a well-organized govern- 
ment to check the spread of sedi- 
tion. He said the arrest of 12 al- 
leged ringleaders must be favor- 
ably viewed by all strong govern- 
ments, 

“These mren are charged with 
circulating propaganda against an 
independent Cuba,’’ he said. “Their 
leaders went so far as to send pe- 
titions for United States interven- 
tion to United States Government 
officials. They “are awaiting trial 


and possible sentences, but the 
death sentence will not be sought | 
against them, That would be too} 
severe a punishment even for their 
attempted treason.” 

The President said the interven- 
tion idea advanced by enemies of 
his Government was sheer fool- 
ishness., 

“Cuba and the United States un- 
stand each other perfectly as far 
as their governments are con- 
cerned,” he added. “Americans 
have no desire to intervene in 
Cuba and are the frist to scoff at 
the idea because they know there 
is no situation or condition in 
Cuba to justify intervention. 

“I will begin a new term as 
President on May 20 and continue 
the work of building up this na- 
tion just as I have been elected 
to do. I will do so knowing that I 
am supported by every progressive- 
ly minded Cuban in our country.”

NEW YORK, March 6. 
T is estimated 10,000 persons 
come to New York every year 
to lose themselves in the city’s 
immensity. They walk out of the 
great railroad terminals and be- 
come almost instantly members of 
that vast army of the missing. 

More than 60,000 men 
women in this manner belong to 
the. “living dead.”” They are not 
criminals fleeing the law but ir- 


responsibles shirking obligations 
and seeking escape from unhappy 
pasts. Cashier cages in all night 
restaurants as well as other night 
jobs are frequently ports of miss- 
ing men. 

But the majority make little ef- 
fort to hide. Unless hunted by 
the police they do not need to.
